
Councillor calls for more people to use historic site 

£1.5m BID TO 
REVAMP PARK

A SENIOR councillor is calling 
on more people to visit and 
enjoy a Dudley park where a 
£1.5 million revamp is in the 
pipeline. 


Planning boss councillor Ian Ket¬ 
tle said he would be delighted if a bid 
for the extra cash from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund were to be successful at 
Stevens Park in Quarry Bank. 

A group made up of the Friends of Stevens 
Park and Dudley Council have already received 
around £100,000 this year for stage one of the 
project. Now they are gearing up to submit a bid 
for the further funding, 
which would pay for a 
community hub 
and cafe to be built at 
the park on Thorns 
Road, near Merry Hill 
shopping centre. 

Councillor Ian ket¬ 
tle, cabinet member for 
planning and economic 
| development, said: “I 
would be delighted if 
the bid was to be suc¬ 
cessful. I would encour¬ 
age anyone to make use of the park.” 

Proposals for the project include the reno¬ 
vation of Tintern House, a historical former 
farmhouse in the park, for use as a community 
facility.

Quarry Bank and Dudley Wood ward council¬ 
lor David Sparks, who is chairman of the park 
friends group, said: “We are hoping that the bid 
will ultimately be successful because it would 
make a massive difference to the further regen¬ 
eration to an historic Black Country park.” 

Councillor Sparks said the friends, working 
in partnership with Dudley Council and an un¬ 
named third party, received £100,000 to fund 
stage one of the project, which will help with 
submitting the £1.5m bid. The project also aims 
to illustrate Quarry Bank history at the park, 
which also includes Quarry Bank War Memo¬ 
rial and sports facilities.

£12m casino gets 
licence approvals 

A £12 million casino is odds-on for Dud¬ 
ley’s Castlegate Park after it secured vital 
gambling and drinks licences. 

Castle Casino, on Castle Hill, aims to 
relocate to a modern new building at the 
nearby leisure park and relaunch as Ca¬ 
sino 36. 

The casino, which will be on a separate 
floor to a bingo hall at the premises, has 
also obtained a 24-hour gambling licence. 

Casino 36, the company which also runs 
a casino in Wolverhampton, is investing 
more than £12 million to deliver a second 
site in Dudley, creating up to 100 jobs.

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Family campaign for club to stay shut

THE family of a man who was mur¬ 
dered at a nightclub in Stourbridge are 
stepping up their campaign to get the 
venue closed 

More than 3,500 people have backed 
a petition to shut Chicago’s in the twon 
centre, where 24-year-old Ryan Passey 
was knifed to death. 

Following a temporary licence sus¬ 
pension in the wake of the attack on 
August 6, Dudley Council bosses have 
ruled that the club can reopen with 
tightened security measures. 

Ryan’s girlfriend, Paige Marsh-Rob- 
erts, aged 19, said: “We want Chicago’s 


to close down. It is not the point that it 
happened in the nightclub, it is the way 
the situation has been handled. 

“We want to get another thousand 
signatures to get above 4,000, to show 
the strength of feeling in the town 
against the venue.” 

She added: “I would like to thank 
everyone who has supported us so far.” 

The local authority will only look at 
the petition if an appeal is made by the 
family over the outcome of the licence 
review hearing. Bosses at the club said 
the venue would reopen this month but 
no opening date has been announced. 


Outside the club masses of flow¬ 
ers have been left and tributes laid in 
honour of popular amateur footballer 
Ryan. Hundreds attended a vigil. 

Stourbridge councillor Nicolas Bar- 
low says power to shut the club should 
be left with licensing and police. “Con¬ 
ditions have been put forward by the li¬ 
censing panel, so I think we need to see 
how it develops. We can’t just single it 
out because of this one tragic incident,” 
he said. “I can understand why it has 
generated this feeling but the powers 
to shut it down should remain with the 
licensing and police.” 


Teenager is locked up 
after store explosion 


A SCHOOLBOY who caused an 
explosion in a Black Country 
supermarket just days after the 
Manchester Arena bombing has 
been locked up for four years 
and four months. 

The 16-year-old, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, caused ‘pandemonium’ at 
Blackheath Sainsbury’s supermarket when 
he detonated the homemade explosive in a 
toilet. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard the 
computer obsessed youth had made the 
bomb following instructions online, using 
everyday items bought from Poundland. 

Sentencing him, Judge James Burbidge 
QC said the teenager was not a terrorist 
and did not hold any fanatical beliefs. He 
said: “You did not intentionally want to 
cause harm but it was such a highly reck¬ 
less act that it was fortunate people were 
not caused harm. Nothing but a substantial 
custodial sentence is justified.” 

Blade 

The teenager, who wore a bandana over 
the lower part of his face, strolled into the 
Halesowen Street supermarket at about 
noon on May 27. He placed the explosive in 
a cubicle and detonated it. 

Prosecutor Mr Simon Hanns said a 
cleaner, warned away by the youth, saw he 
was grasping a blade. The boy, 15 at the 
time, removed his disguise in an attempt to 
blend in with panicked shoppers. The store 
was evacuated and armed police attended. 

The teenager, who has Asperger syn¬ 
drome and was said to come from a loving 
family, told police he had not intended to 
harm shoppers or staff. Defence barrister 
Mr Andrew Jackson said: “This whole 
dreadful episode appears to be motivated 
by a combination of curiosity and, almost 
addiction, to computers.” 

More than £1,000 worth of damage was 
caused and the store lost £110,000 revenue. 
The boy admitted making an explosive sub¬ 
stance for unlawful purposes and posses¬ 
sion of a blade in a public place.

Assessment 
before murder 
accused due 
to stand trial 

A MAN accused of killing a mother and 
her teenage son at their family home in 
Stourbridge is to be assessed by doctors 
before he stands trial later this year. 

Aaron Barley, aged 24, is accused of 
murdering Tracey Wilkinson, 50, and 
herl3-year-old son Pierce, who were 
both stabbed to death at their home on 
Greyhound Lane, Norton, in March. 

Mrs Wilkinson’s husband Peter, 47, 
was also stabbed but survived. 

Barley appeared at Birmingham 
Crown Court last Thursday as details 
of his trial, set for October 3, were 
discussed. Wearing a red T-shirt and 
jogging bottoms, Barley spoke only 
to confirm his name and had his head 
bowed during the ten-minute hearing. 

Peter Wilkinson was at the hearing, 
sat in the public gallery alongside daugh¬ 
ter Lydia, who was at university on the 
day her mother and brother died. Mr 
Wilkinson kept his gaze fixed on the ac¬ 
cused for much of the court proceedings. 

Mr Karim Khalil, prosecuting, ex¬ 
plained that Barley would undergo a 
psychological assessment before the 
trial. Barley has not as yet entered a 
plea to two counts of murder and was 
remanded in custody until the trial start 
date next month.

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Police arrest 
key suspect 
in Brierley 
Hill murder 

A MURDER suspect wanted by police 
over the death of a father in a Brierley 
Hill street has been arrested in Bir¬ 
mingham after a nationwide hunt. 

Niron Parker-Lee’s arrest follows a 
10-month manhunt, which featured 
an appeal on BBC Crimewatch and 
the offer of a £6,000 reward. 

The 19-year-old was wanted in con¬ 
nection with the death of Mansoor 
Mahmood, who was stabbed to death 
in Brierley Hill High Street last Oc¬ 
tober. 

On Thursday night, Parker-Lee 
was arrested at an address in North- 
field. He appeared before magistrates 
in Birmingham on Saturday and was 
charged with murder. He is being held 
in custody due to appear at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court this week. 

Mr Mahmood, a 24-year-old fac¬ 
tory worker, was knifed in the chest 
on October 15. He staggered into the 
Dixi Chicken takeaway, where staff 
called for an ambulance that took 
him to Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham, 

But he died a short time later, leav¬ 
ing behind his wife Aisha and two 
children, Isa and Awais. 

The search for Parker-Lee was 
stepped up in June with the reward 
for information increased from £2,000 
to £6,000. 

The tripling in reward was thanks 
to Crimestoppers and money raised by 
the family.

Have-a-go hero Dipz in to halt robbery

“I don’t think they expected it. I think 
they expected me to back down or run 
off. I am not going to back down to 
people like that.” 

Those are the words of a have-a-go 
hero who foiled two armed robbers at 
his local convenience store. 

Pardeep Singh, known to all as 
Dipz, had only popped in at the One 
Stop in Stourbridge but the 39-year- 
old fitness instructor ended up 
face-to-face with two balaclava-clad 
robbers, each armed with a metal bar. 

Rather than run he challenged the 
thugs, taking each down in turn, and 


then held them with the help of oth¬ 
ers until the police arrived minutes 
later. 

Dipz explained that he “got angry” 
after seeing “terror” on the faces of 
staff and vowed not to let the robbers 
escape. 

“It was just not fair to run off,” 
he said. “People work hard for their 
money and for someone to just think 
they can take that money, that they 
can make easy money, is not alright. 
We are a civilised society and there is 
no place for people like that. 

“My family live in that area. What 


if it had been them in the shop? What 
if it had of been a child? They should 
be ashamed of themselves.” 

The drama unfolded at One Stop 
in Worcester Street, by Mary Stevens 
Park, at around 10pm on Friday. Sep¬ 
tember 1. 

Three men from Dudley were ar¬ 
rested and later charged, including 
the suspected getaway driver. 

Dipz, a freelance personal trainer 
at Foundry Gym, Wolverhampton, 
and at Anchor Gym, West Bromwich, 
suffered nothing more than a couple 
of cuts to his hand for his trouble. 


Spy car to tackle illegal 
parking outside schools 


A ‘SPY car’ will patrol Dudley target¬ 
ing drivers and recording evidence 
about poor parking near schools. 

The vehicle will be out with the start 
of the new school term in a bid to keep 
children safe. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabinet 
member for environmental services, explained: 
“Illegal parking outside schools puts the lives 
of children at risk.” 

The car, which was tested outside some 
schools in June and July, aims to catch mo¬ 
torists parking on yellow zigzag lines and they 
could be handed a £70 fine. 

The project is costing £60,000 to set up and 
aims to be self-financing, meaning the cost of 
running the scheme will be funded by the in¬ 
come generated from fines. 

The car-mounted camera will only start 
rolling when a car has driven over the zigzag 
lines, thanks to smart technology which detects 
the road markings. Council officers will sift 
through the video and anyone captured park¬ 
ing illegally will be sent penalty notices. 

Punish 

Government policy means the council can 
only use the CCTV to capture certain traffic 
offences, such as illegally parking on yellow 
zigzags and red routes or travelling in bus 
lanes. The scheme will not be able to punish 
motorists for illegally parking on double yellow 
lines, or on white zigzags next to zebra or pel¬ 
ican crossings. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabinet 
member for environmental services, said: “The 
yellow zigzag lines are there for a reason - to 
ensure visibility so children can see and be seen 
clearly when they cross the road on their way 
to and from school. We take this extremely se¬ 
riously. 

“People who flout the law and ignore the 
zigzags will be fined. The new CCTV equipped 
car should help us catch those who are endan¬ 
gering children. The vehicle will be patrolling 
school sites on most days and I am sure it will 
be welcomed by the majority of law-abiding res¬ 
idents, who will be as frustrated as we are at 
illegal parking.”

He also confessed to having a large 
knife with him while in Price Street, 
in the Kates Hill area of Dudley, 
around a month after the school in¬ 
cident, Wolverhampton Magistrates’ 
Court heard. 

The youth is due to appear again 
at the same court for sentence on 
Wednesday, September 20.

'Low life' thieves stealing from graves 


CALLS have been made for secu¬ 
rity at Gornal Wood Crematorium 
because ‘low-life’ thieves have been 
stealing from graves. 

The graves on land off Chase Road 
have been the subject of thefts of or¬ 
naments, vases, lights and other trib¬ 
utes left by relatives. 

Dudley Council bosses say they are 
now looking at stepping up security in 
a bid to put a stop to the problem. 


Councillor Ian Kettle, who is re¬ 
sponsible for bereavement services in 
Dudley, said: “We have had a number 
of reports of thefts from graves at 
Gornal Wood Crematorium over the 
past few weeks. 

Police 

“We are in close communication 
with the police, and we are currently 
looking at our options with regards 


to increasing security at the site. We 
have also spoken to staff and stressed 
the need to remain extra vigilant. 

“Such thefts cause great upset to 
people visiting their loved ones, and 
we would urge anyone with informa¬ 
tion to call the police.” 

John and Margaret Dacre are 
among families upset after items left 
at graves were stolen. Solar ‘guardian 
angel’ lights have been taken from the 


grave of their son John on three sepa¬ 
rate occasions. 

John, a machinist from Dudley 
and died aged 55 in 2012. Mrs Dacre, 
aged 80, from Bilston, said: “I find 
it hard to understand why they did 
it. There is no value there. It upsets 
me. I get upset if I even speak John’s 
name.’’Her husband John said: “It 
was a bit of a shock. People who steal 
from graves are low life.” 


Councillor in plea for 
action on danger road

URGENT safety measures 
are needed on a notorious 
route ahead of the opening 
of a new community centre, 
says a Dudley councillor. 

Ward councillor Ken Finch in¬ 
sists action is needed on Priory 
Road in Dudley, where two people 
have died in the last year. 

A new community centre is set to 
open within weeks opposite Aldi at the 
busy junction with Birmingham New 
Road, sparking fears more traffic and 
pedestrians could put safety at risk. 

Councillor Finch, who represents 
the Castle and Priory ward, said that 
the road was getting ‘more and more 
dangerous by the day’. 

Speed-calming measures were called 
for earlier this year, but still nothing 
has been done. 

Now a speed limit enforcement is 
being asked for because of the commu¬ 
nity centre opening. 

“It is impossible to cross the road 
at peak times.” said Councillor Finch. 
“We need to remember that there will 
be more traffic turning into the road 
and heading towards the community 
centre when it opens.” 

Trees 

“It is getting more and more dan¬ 
gerous by the day. We need the trees 
pruned for more street light and we 
should put a speed limit in place and 
properly enforce it. We need highway 
bosses to come up with some ideas, and 
quickly. 

“It seems that the road has just been 
left alone now but this is a problem 
that will not go away. 

“Every week when we have our com¬ 
munity surgeries we are asked by res¬ 
idents ‘what are you doing about the 
road? We are in fear of another tragic 
accident.”

Victim has 
kept knife 
threat man 
out of jail 

A WOMAN, whose partner held a 
knife to her throat, has saved him 
from a jail sentence. 

Lisa Shan asked for Steven Tim¬ 
mins to be freed when he appeared 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court via a 
video link from prison. 

The couple had enjoyed a settled 
relationship for more than 20 years 
until he lost his job, said Mr Gareth 
Walters, prosecuting, who added: “He 
started to take drugs and his person¬ 
ality changed.” 

On July 4, Miss Shan returned 
home from work to find her 36-year- 
old partner sitting on the back step. 

Timmins flew into a rage after 
Miss Shan told him to go back to his 
father’s home because they could no 
longer live as they were. Timmins 
grabbed the her round the neck and 
started to ‘strangle’ her, before drag¬ 
ging her across the kitchen so he 
could reach a knife. The defendant 
pressed the blade to her throat and 
warned that he would kill her, the 
court heard. 

Terrified 

She was terrified but told him she 
loved him and managed to calm him 
down. Mr Walters said: “She genu¬ 
inely thought that he was going to kill 
her and that he could have done so if 
she had not talked him down.” 

Timmins was arrested when police 
were alerted and had been in custody 
since then. 

Miss Shan told the court: “I am 
prepared to give him another chance. 
He needs help for this drug problem. 
That is what changed him.” 

Timmins, of Wood Road, Lower 
Gornal, pleaded guilty to making 
threats to kill and assault and was 
given a 10-month jail sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years. He must do 80 
hours unpaid work. 

Judge James Burbidge QC told 
Timmins: “Your partner believes you 
have been punished enough. You owe 
her a large debt and should repay her 
by treating her with the upmost re¬ 
spect in future.”

60,000 'missing out' on free bus travel 


NEARLY 60,000 people aged over 60 in the West 
Midlands are missing out on free bus travel com¬ 
pared to other parts of the country, says a Black 
Country ME 

Research by Dudley North MP Ian Austin has re¬ 
vealed 59,239 local people aged between 60 and 64 
have to wait until they are 65 for their free bus pass. 
But residents in Scotland, Wales and London can 
travel free on buses when they are 60. 

Labour MP Mr Austin is now calling on West Mid¬ 
lands Mayor Andy Street to tackle what he says is a 
raw deal for people in the West Midlands. 

He said public spending per person in the region 
lagged behind many other parts of the country. 

“Over-60s in the Black Country have to wait 


much longer for free travel compared to those in 
London, Scotland or Wales,” said Mr Austin. 

“Many of them have worked hard all their lives 
and paid taxes which are used to subsidise higher 
levels of public spending in other parts of the coun¬ 
try. 

Services 

“Bus passes would help the over-60s care for rel¬ 
atives, help look after the grandkids or get involved 
with local charities or community groups, as well as 
going out with friends. 

“They would also help bus operators increase and 
improve services for us all. 

“Andy Street promised to use the West Midlands’ 


new devolved powers over transport to ensure 
‘buses and trains are as accessible as possible to 
older people, and protect the free bus pass’. We need 
a mayor who will stand up for local people and make 
sure they get the same level of services that people 
in other parts of the country take for granted.” 

The figures show there are 17,649 people aged 
between 60 and 64 in Dudley, 14,923 in Sandwell, 
14,061 in Walsall, and 12,606 in Wolverhampton. 

Mr Austin thinks free travel for those aged from 
60-64 would be a boost for the region and that free 
passes would also encourage operators to provide 
more and better services. This in turn would en¬ 
courage more people to use public transport, cut 
congestion and reduce pollution. 


Bike route is confirmed 
despite traders' outcry 


EXTENSIVE road closures will be 
in place next month near Dudley as 
the controversial Velo cycling festi¬ 
val route was confirmed. 

Some 15,000 cyclists will tackle a 100- 
mile route through Birmingham, the 
Black Country, Staffordshire and Worces¬ 
tershire on September 24. 

Bosses have confirmed complete road clo¬ 
sures will be in place along the route at differ¬ 
ent times as the cyclists make their way. 

The planned closures were met with a back¬ 
lash from traders who run businesses along the 
route, concerned about loss of trade on the day. 

One couple’s wedding is in the balance as ac¬ 
cess to Blakelands Country House in Bobbing- 
ton will be restricted due to Velo Birmingham. 
Paul Morgan, who owns Blakelands, which 
hosts weddings most weekends, said: “It’s 
chaos. I’ve got to respond to a girl who’s wed¬ 
ding is in two weeks time and she still doesn’t 
know whether her make-up artist or even her 
registrar will be able to navigate through this.” 

A meeting was held at Halfpenny Green 
Vineyards where nearly 40 traders and resi¬ 
dents were angry about the closures. There 
were claims that farmers will block the route 
with tractors. Bobbington parish Councillor 
Roger Lewis has called for legal action and 
South Staffs MP Gavin Williamson wants the 
Velo to take place elsewhere. 

Charity 

But local authorities have held firm and in¬ 
sist the road closures will go ahead. They say 
the Velo is the biggest charity bike ride to ever 
pass through the region and will aim to raise 
more than £1 million for charity. The event 
will start and finish in Broad Street, Birming¬ 
ham, passing through Sandwell, Dudley, Lower 
Penn, South Staffs and Worcestershire. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, environment 
boss at Dudley Council, said: “This is the first 
race of its kind to come to the Midlands and is 
a fantastic opportunity for keen cyclists from 
across the country to see the best of our region 
while raising thousands of pounds for worthy 
charities.”

Excellent 
strategy to 
avoid core 
problems 

GREAT news. Thanks to the excellent 
policies of local government, the Black 
Country’s main town centres are doing 
exceptionally well. This is in no small part 
down to the excellent Black Country Core 
Strategy drawn up in 2011. 

That’s exactly what I thought when I 
walked through Dudley over the week¬ 
end, and surveyed the vast array of huge, 
glossy stores which have flocked to the 
town over the past six years. All those ex¬ 
citing payday lenders and charity shops. 

We know our towns are thriving, be¬ 
cause it says so in the consultation doc¬ 
ument for the Black Country Core Strate¬ 
gy. Yep, it’s now time for the great and the 
good to ask for our vote of confidence, so 
they can give us more of the same. 

Actually, it didn’t say Dudley was thriv¬ 
ing. Because if you read the fine print of 
the document - and the councils behind 
it know that most of us won’t - the au¬ 
thors came up with a rather novel way of 
dealing with Dudley’s decline. By redefin¬ 
ing a town centre. 

Of course, they redefined the Black 
Country years ago. And while I doubt 
whether many people feel any great affin¬ 
ity with a Black Country defined by 1970s 
local authority boundaries, at least we 
know what they mean. 

However, the way that they redefined 
the term “town centre” is really quite 
special. Shortly before the publication 
of their vision, the signs for Brierley Hill 
town centre were quietly moved. Not just 
a few yards, but nearly a mile, so they 
are around the perimeter of the Merry Hill 
centre. The plan then redefined Merry Hill 
as being one of the “four strategic town 
centres for the Black Country”, and quiet¬ 
ly erased Dudley from the map. And that 
is the basis of the claim that our “main 
town centres” are thriving. 

If you do want to have your say, con¬ 
sultation closes on Friday, although local 
councils also have their own definition of 
“consultation”: “The exercise of telling 
people what they should be thinking, and 
then setting up a mechanism where only 
those who support it will reply.” 

Helpfully, they have decided to cut 
through the gobbledegook by providing 
a rather patronising questionnaire for 
“non-experts”, which is filled with plat¬ 
itudes and loaded questions like: “Do 
you think people’s health and wellbeing 
should be a key issue?” Dunno, can I 
have a few extra days to think about it? 

It also asks: “Should we focus the 
growth of shopping, leisure and commer¬ 
cial development into our main town cen¬ 
tres?” Depends how you define a town 
centre, doesn’t it?

TWO questions hang over the Beeb’s latest 
private-eye drama, Strike.

Secondly, why on earth is everyone so keen to 
chat to the private detective, Cormoran Strike?

Thug jailed 
for vicious 
attack on 


A THUG who attacked his ex-partner after 
breaking a court order banning him from 
having contact with her has been locked up 
for 15 months.

The victim told the court: 
“I hate this man. We had 
broken up in August of last 
year and then this is what 
he does to me four months 
later. Now I avoid Stour¬ 
bridge in case I see him 
again.”

Horton, of Chilton Road, 
Stourbridge, later admitted: 
“I struck her as hard as I 
could.” 

His barrister Mr Stephen 
Cobley said: “She had been 
complicit in the meeting 
during which they had an 
argument. He is sorry about 
the injury and the ongoing 
effect it has had on her. He 
accepts that he should not 
have been having any con¬ 
tact with her but things es¬ 
calated quickly that night.” 

The defendant admit¬ 
ted causing grievous bodily 
harm.

Elderly driver rescued 
after car falls 40 feet

AN elderly man escaped 
serious injury - despite his 
car slipping 40ft backwards 
down an embankment. 

The driver managed to climb 
out of the vehicle’s sun roof but 
could not get back up the slope 
and was rescued by West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service staff. 

He suffered shoulder and back pain 
but the man’s injuries were described 
as ‘remarkably minor’ by the ambu¬ 


lance service. The incident happened 
just before 7pm last night on Ounty 
John Lane, Stourbridge. 

A Hazardous Area Response Team 
(HART) and an ambulance were sent 
to the scene. 

Ambulance service spokesman Mur¬ 
ray MacGregor said: “On arrival, am¬ 
bulance staff found a car that had gone 
backwards down the steep slope and 
had turned over onto the passenger 
side. The man had been able to climb 
out of the vehicle through the sun roof 
but was unable to get back up.

“While HART staff went down to 
the man to treat him firefighters were 
setting up a rope line set. He was com¬ 
plaining of shoulder and back pain but 
the injuries were remarkably minor 
considering where his car had ended 
up. 

“The man was immobilised on a 
specialist multi integrated bodysplint 
stretcher stretcher and was then lifted 
back up the embankment to the road¬ 
way.

There were five cases of Toss of 
technology’, four of missing USB 
sticks, three of using insecure emails 
and three of ‘subject access requests’ 
- people requesting what information 
is held about themselves - which were 
sent to the wrong address. 

Activists 

The other incidents included one 
breach of ‘inaccurate information’ 
and another of ‘misuse of systems’, of 
which no other details have been re¬ 
leased at this stage. 

Civil liberties group Big Brother 
Watch has said more needs to be done 
to tackle the number of data breaches. 
The group says it works ‘to ensure 
that those who fail to respect our pri¬ 
vacy, undermine our online security, 
or fail to protect our personal data, are 
held to account’. 

Last year the privacy activists shone 
the spotlight on police forces by com¬ 
piling the number of data breaches be¬ 
tween 2011 and 2015, revealing West 
Midlands Police had committed more 
than double the number of any other 
in the period (488).

1.8m votes 
'wasted' in 
the election 

ALMOST two million votes in the 
West Midlands failed to count to¬ 
wards the General Election result in 
June, according to new analysis from 
the Electoral Reform Society. 

The campaign group said 1,845,299 
votes in the region did not go towards 
electing the winner - 67 per cent of 
the overall vote. 

Darren Hughes, newly-appointed 
Chief Executive of the Electoral Re¬ 
form Society, said: “It is a scandal 
that millions of people’s voices in the 
West Midlands were ignored in June’s 
General Election. 

Undemocratic 

“Almost two million votes are being 
thrown on the electoral scrapheap in 
the region, under Westminster’s bro¬ 
ken first past the post voting system. 

“At the same time, we see that al¬ 
most one in five people are swapping 
parties in the West Midlands - an his¬ 
torically high rate - yet our old-fash¬ 
ioned voting system is failing to keep 
up. Voters across the region are being 
let down by the out-of-date and un¬ 
democratic way we cast our ballots 
for the Commons.” 

Mr Hughes, who was previously 
deputy chief executive, and a former 
New Zealand Minister and MP, took 
over at the helm last month.

Wall of rock spills beans on legends 


Legendary rock writer MICK WALL tells the Chron¬ 
icle what it’s like hanging out with legends such 
as Guns ‘n’ Roses, Led Zeppelin, Black Sabbath 
and Lou Reed as a preview to his spoken word 
evening at Bilston’s Robin 2 in December. 



So, what is it like to hang out 
with rock stars? Well, that 
depends on which rock star 
you happen to be hanging 
out with. In the case of Ozzy 
Osbourne, for example, it has 
always been very easy. 

If you recall Ozzy from his hit TV re¬ 
ality show, The Osbournes, you’ll have a 
good idea already. The main word is ‘fun¬ 
ny’. Ozzy is hilarious. He can’t help it. 
He just is. A very dry sense of humour, 
delivered with that singsong Brummie 
accent. 

From the first time I met Ozzy, at a re¬ 
hearsal studio in London in 1980, down on 
his luck at the time after being sacked from 
Black Sabbath for being “too crazy” even for 
them, all I seemed to do was laugh. For years 
his wife Sharon and I used to joke that Ozzy 
should have his own comedy show on telly, 


never imagining that in the future such a 
thing as ‘reality TV’ would exist. 

The last time I saw Ozzy was when he and 
Sabbath played in Birmingham earlier this 
year. Ozzy was staying in such an enormous 
hotel suite it came with its own butler. He 
hadn’t changed one bit. 

“Bloody hell, it’s Mick!” he boomed across 
the vast space of his ‘reception’ room. “Come 
and feel the bolt in me neck!” 

He was referring to the slab of surgical steel 
that now sits pinning his shoulder together, 
the result of his infamous quad bike acci¬ 
dent. “Now I really am the godfather of heavy 
metal,” he laughed. Not all rock stars are as 
good fun as Ozzy, though. 


Some, like Jon Bon Jovi, are much more 
serious offstage than you would ever imagine 
from their upbeat image. I knew Jon before 
he got famous and he was like a kid in a sweet 
shop. Then after hits like ‘Livin’ On A Prayer’ 
turned him into a superstar, he seemed to live 
life with a permanent frown on his face. 

Then there are the deeply mysterious ones 
like Led Zeppelin’s leader and guitarist Jimmy 
Page. On a visit to his mansion one day, 
Jimmy took me into a room where he sat in 
an armchair. Like some James Bond villain, 
he had a secret panel of buttons built into it. 

Jimmy pushed one and the opposite wall 
slid back to reveal four massive oil paintings. 
“What do you make of these?” he asked, non¬ 


chalantly. I walked over and had a closer look. 
All the paintings seemed to depict similar 
scenes. Some sort of lavishly depicted ancient 
garden in which there were tiny forms of hun¬ 
dreds of humans writhed in pain and torment. 

“Very nice,” I said with a straight face. Then 
he took me outside a showed me the garden. It 
was about the size of the West Midlands. 

For most rock stars it really is all about girls 
and cars, though. 

Phil and I would walk into a pub and he 
would tell me to grab a table and wait for him. 
I’d sit down while he stood at the bar, jacket 
collar up, stooped over looking glum. Within 
minutes a young woman would walk over 
and ask him what was wrong, why he was so 
down? Phil would sigh. Then another young 
woman, sometimes two or three would join 
him and want to know the same thing. 

He would buy a tray of drinks and lead the 
girls over to the table where I was sitting. I 
would be expected to help keep the talk going 
while Phil would lead the girls outside one by 
one and, well, get to know them better. 

When it comes to cars, it’s hard to think 


of any rock star I have known that has been 
more obsessed than the late Status Quo gui¬ 
tarist Rick Parfitt. He would ring me some¬ 
times and hold his phone next to whatever 
new revving engine he’d just acquired - could 
be a brand new Porsche, or a vintage Rolls 
Royce. “Just listen to her purr,” he’d say, al¬ 
most purring himself. He’d soon grow bored 
with them though and go and buy another. 

I recall one occasion when I visited him at 
his riverside home in London, and he took me 
to see his brand new Bentley Continental. He 
proudly showed me around the car, told me 
the whole story about how he was one of the 
first 50 people in the world to have one. 

I rang him a couple of weeks later and asked 
how he was getting on with his new car. 

“Oh, that,” he said. “I sold it. Bought myself 
a brand new Merc.” Or was it another Roller? 
I can’t remember now. Whatever it was, it 
would definitely have purred though.

Duo are caught up in a web 
of intrigue in new series 


ypical - you wait months for 
a new six-part series from 
Jack and Harry Williams, the 
writers and creators of The Missing, 
and then two come along at once. 

Yes, on the same evening that 
BBC1 launches Rellik (killer spelled 
backwards, in case you were 
wondering), ITV brings us Liar. At 
first glance, the Beeb’s series bears 
more of the Williams’ hallmarks- 
just as The Missing played out 
across different timelines, Rellik 
starts with capture of a serial killer, 
and then goes back to the 
beginning to explore what made 
them into a murderer. 

However, Liar has a simpler idea, 
which was part of the plan. The 
Williams siblings say: “We were 
excited about exploring something 
with more dramatic simplicity - a 
linear story focusing on one single 
incident. 

“In Liar we sought to explore 
modern day gender politics 
through a narrative built upon two 
fundamentally conflicting 
recollections of one night, in a way 
which we hope will challenge and 


surprise audiences.” 

If that wasn’t intriguing enough, 
the series also boasts an 
impressive cast, including Downton 
Abbey’s Joanne Froggatt and one¬ 
time Fantastic Four star loan 
Gruffudd, who was tempted back 
from Hollywood to tackle his role in 
Liar. 

He says: “The reason I’m back 
home in the UK, and back on 
British television for the first time in 
a decade is Harry and Jack’s script. 
I received their scripts in LA, the 
first three episodes, and sat down 
to read the first one and then 
proceeded to read all of them in 
one go. I just couldn’t put them 

down.” 

He stars as Andrew Earlham, a 
widowed surgeon who is set up on 
a date with his colleague’s sister 
Laura (Froggatt), who also 
happens to be Andrew’s son’s 
teacher. She’s been reluctant to 
look for love following the end of 
her long-term relationship, but their 
date initially seems to go very well. 

However, the morning after it’s 


clear that something has changed 
as gossip and accusations begin to 
circulate, and the two find 
themselves drawn into a web of 
deceit. 

Gruffudd says: “When Andrew is 
accused it offends him greatly, his 
status in the community is very 
important to him. He’s a very proud 
of what he has achieved, and I 
think it shakes him to his core, he’s 
angry, and he’s shocked. I think 
one of the driving forces of his 
anger is the fact that how he is 
perceived by the world has 
changed, and I think that really 
makes him angry.” 

But is he right to feel aggrieved? 

It seems that getting to the truth is 
not going to be easy. Gruffudd 
says: “Every character in the show 
has secrets that are revealed at 
some point or another. We all hide 
things from one another, we all tell 
white lies, innocent lies, and 
sometimes those lies can be 
exaggerated and can have real 
consequences. So, not every 
person in the series is who they are 
cracked up to be...”

magic 


TOSSED between clawing waves with 
only a wooden oar and magician’s top hat, 
Moominpappa embarks on a whimsical 
journey to find a distant lighthouse. 

It’s 34 years since I read the story of a snouty 
patriarch who frolics with seahorses and befriends 
The Groke, a desperately lonely figure scarred with a 
permanent scowl, who turns ground to ice wherever 
she treads. 

But I do recall a handwritten inscription in my copy of 
Moominpappa At Sea, promising the Moomins would 
take me on a special adventure one day. 

Now I’m standing in front of a first edition illustrated 
book sleeve, part of a 2,000-strong collection of 
drawings, triptychs and related paraphernalia on 
rotated display at the world’s only Moomin Museum, 
which recently opened in Tampere, a two-hour train 
ride north from Helsinki. 


PHENOMENON 




Since Finnish artist, sculptor and illustrator 
Tove Jansson published her first book in 1945, the 
magical Moominvalley has become a worldwide cult 
phenomenon; children are drawn to the playful, fanciful 
characters, while the droll humour and philosophical 
allegories resonate with an older audience. 

Tove’s Moomin work was donated to the Tampere Art 
Museum in 1986, after Helsinki City Museum declined 
the collection on the basis it wasn’t ‘proper art’. A 
temporary exhibition of 100 pieces in the Tampere 
gallery’s basement lasted for three decades, until 
structural damage resulted in an evacuation three years 
ago. 

Moomin Museum Director Taina Myllyharju was 
given an ‘almost unlimited’ budget to employ the best 
architects, artists and designers in her quest for creating 



a new space in the park-fringed Tampere Hall. 

A reading library stocks the 12 Moomin books in 
multiple languages, and a shop sells themed postcards 
and stamps (conveniently, there’s a postbox on site) and 
exclusive merchandise given the seal of approval by 
Tove’s niece, Sophia Jansson. 

“We even have the world’s only Moomin conservator,” 
Taina proudly proclaims. 

Restoring the works, particularly the detailed triptychs 
Tove worked on with her life partner, graphic artist 
Tuulikki Pietila, was a painstaking business. Often, the 


women would use anything they could find lying around 
in the summer cottage they shared on remote island 
Klovharu. These colourful 3D scenes were ephemeral 
snatches of imagination; they weren’t designed to last. 

Crossing a wasteland on spindly, insect-leg stilts, 
Moomintroll and Sniff stare up at a cobweb-shrouded 
model schooner. The Jansson family heirloom forms the 
centrepiece of a tableau from the apocalyptic Comet 
in Moominland, which critics have linked to post-war 
gloom and the looming spectre of nuclear attacks. 

And in another carefully crafted model, pieces of 


Pietila’s and Tove’s own jewellery festoon a winter scene 
where Christmas is a fearful creature who must be 
appeased with a fir tree. 

I get the impression that with every seashell collected 
and each piece of Styrofoam painted and glued, the two 
artists climbed further into their fantasy world and the 
act of doing became a form of escapism. 

Under the cover of darkness, I comfortably sink into 
the Moomin’s make-believe world, with the help of 
several interactive displays

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Uncertainty sees 
landlords review 
their portfolios 

Many landlords have reviewed their portfolio 
sizes and increased rents in response to 
the ongoing political uncertainty in the UK, 
according to a new piece of research. 

When asked how they had been influenced 
by the uncertainty since the European Union 
referendum and snap general election, some 
38 per cent of landlords said they had reviewed 
the size of their portfolios to ensure they could 
withstand any creeping costs. 

The latest sentiment index from Foundation 
Home Loans also found that seven per cent have 
sold off properties to either reduce portfolio sizes 
or diversify, rising to 19 per cent for those holding 
20 properties or more as PRA policy change 
edges closer. 

Some 30 per cent have increased rental prices. 

“Landlords have been met with a raft of 
changes, from stamp duty charges to shifts in tax 
policy, and the lack of certainty on the political 
front has clouded the picture somewhat. 

“The response has been to streamline larger 
portfolios and protect income by increasing 
rents,” said Jeff Knight, marketing director at 
Foundation Home Loans. 

“The fact remains that, whether it’s as a 
stepping stone to home ownership or a longer 
term lifestyle decision for tenants, the rental 
sector is an increasingly important part of the 
housing mix. 

“This will ultimately be best served by a wide 
choice of property, and good landlords who can 
have confidence in decent returns,” he added. 


Cooling economy leads to a 
slowdown in house price growth 



There was a modest 0.1 per cent fall 
in property prices in the UK in August 
while annual house price growth slowed 
to 2.1 per cent from 2.9 per cent in July, 
the latest index shows. 

The report from lender the Nationwide 
also shows that stamp duty revenues 
have reached all-time highs in cash terms, 
reaching £12.8 billion in the 12 months to 
the second quarter of 2017, well above the 
£10.6 billion peak recorded in late 2007. 

The slowdown in house price growth to 
the two to three per cent range in recent 
months from the four to five per cent 
prevailing in 2016 is consistent with signs 
of cooling in the housing market and the 
wider economy, according to Robert 
Gardner, Nationwide’s chief economist. 

He pointed out that the economy grew 
by 0.3 per cent per quarter in the first half 
of 2017, around half the pace recorded in 
2016. The number of mortgages approved 
for house purchase moderated to a nine- 
month low of 65,000 in June and surveyors 
have reported softening in the number of 
new buyer enquiries. 

“Nevertheless, in some respects the 
slowdown in the housing market is 
surprising, given the ongoing strength of 
the labour market. The economy created a 
healthy 125,000 jobs in the three months to 
June and the unemployment rate fell to 4.4 
per cent, the lowest rate for over 40 years. 
In addition, mortgage rates have remained 
close to all-time lows,” he explained. 

“It may be that mounting pressure on 
household finances is exerting a drag. 
Wages have been failing to keep up with 
the cost of living in recent months and 
consumer sentiment has weakened. While 
measures of housing affordability are 
not particularly stretched at a UK level, 
pressures are evident in some regions, 
especially London and the south of 
England,” Gardner added. 

“Ultimately, housing market 


developments will depend on wider 
economic performance. The UK economy 
slowed noticeably in the first half of the 
year, and there has been little to suggest a 
significant rebound in the months ahead. 
While employment growth has remained 
robust, household budgets are under 
pressure. This suggests that housing 
market activity will remain subdued,” he 
said. 

“Nevertheless, constrained supply is 
likely to continue to provide support for 
house prices. The stock of homes on 
estate agents’ books remains close to 30 
year lows and the number of new homes 
coming onto the market remains subdued. 
As a result, we continue to expect prices to 


rise by around two per cent over 2017 as a 
whole,” he concluded. 

The cooling of the property market is 
no paradox when you factor in the impact 
of rising inflation, low wage growth and 
ongoing consumer uncertainty around the 
longer term impact of Brexit, according to 
Jonathan Samuels, chief executive officer 
of property lender Octane Capital. 

“Essentially, people are feeling the pinch 
and that will always impact property prices. 
But the property market can only cool so 
much given the ongoing lack of supply. 
When there are so few properties for sale 
and being built, prices can only go so low,” 
he said. 


“The three per cent surcharge on second 
homes and buy to let properties has 
been a major driver in surging stamp duty 
revenues. This has been one of the most 
fundamental changes to the UK property 
market for many years and its effects are 
already evident,” he pointed out. 

“The punitive level of stamp duty at the 
higher end of the market has seen this area 
of the market cool down significantly. So 
while people are paying more, there have 
been far fewer transactions. At the higher 
end of the market, new stamp duty rates 
have affected countless transactions and 
so whether this is contributing to increased 
revenues is open to question,” he added. 


Supply at new 
as demand soars 

The supply of homes available to buy in the UK 
in July was at the lowest level recorded for the 
month since 2002 while demand also increased. 

Overall the number of properties available to 
buy on estate agents’ book dropped from 37 to 
35 in July, according to the latest monthly survey 
report from the National Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA). 

The data also shows that the proportion of sales 
made to first time buyers fell 30 per cent in June 
to 23 per cent in July, the lowest level seen since 
last September when the rate was also 23 per 
cent. The last time it was lower was in November 
2015 when 21 per cent of sales were made to 
first-time buyers. 

Typical of this time of year, the number of sales 
agreed per branch fell in July. In June there were 
11 sales agreed per branch, compared to just 
eight in July. 

Seasonality hit house hunters, as the number 
of people looking for properties fell 10 per cent 
from 384 per branch in June, compared to 347 in 
July, the lowest it has been since November 2016 
when 344 potential buyers were registered per 
branch, however a considerable increase from 
July 2016, when just 298 were recorded. 


Residents plan makeovers to create dream home 


Just 22 per cent of people in Britain live in their 
dream home but many are taking steps to do so 
with planning applications rising for extensions, 
loft conversions and basements. 

Research from Halifax Insurance also shows 
that living in an expensive home does not always 
mean it is a dream home with 62 per cent owning a 
property worth more than £500,000 saying it is not 
ideal. 

A new kitchen is top of the list of those wanting 
to have a dream home and porches and 
conservatories have fallen in terms of popularity at a 
time when 22 per cent of owners have spent at least 
£11,000 on improvements in the last two years. 



But it is not just small jobs that home owners are 
opting for. The research also shows that planning 
applications for basements have increased. 

Overall, total planning application numbers have 
increased by 27 per cent across the country while 
single-storey extension applications are up by 49 
per cent and loft conversions by 43 per cent since 
2012. 

There are, however, signs that enthusiasm might 
be cooling. From June 2016 to May 2017, the year- 
on-year increase in planning applications is less 
than two per cent, a significant slowing from the six 
per cent growth seen over the same period a year 


earlier. While 37 per cent of home owners want a 
new kitchen, the research also shows that 22 per 
cent want bigger rooms, 19 per cent want extra 
bedrooms and 17 per cent want extra bathrooms. 
Indeed, an extra bathroom is more popular than a 
swimming pool. 

Twice as many women as men would look for a 
separate utility room, while twice as many men as 
women want a games room. 

“The way we live in our homes is evolving. 

Take the example of basements and the trend 
for extending downward. This is probably down 
to a lack of space in our cities and towns, and it 


represents a big shift in the way we think about our 
homes. If we look back to Georgian and Victorian 
times, the basement is where you’d have found the 
kitchen and the servants’ quarters and was certainly 
not viewed as a space to be used for family life,” 
said Melanie Backe-Hansen, historian and author of 
House Histories. 

“The place of the kitchen has changed 
dramatically. In this study it takes the top spot on 
Britain’s dream home wish list, yet in historical terms 
the kitchen is a relatively modern invention,” she 
added. 

Jeremy Ward, head of Home Insurance at the 
Halifax, pointed out that home owners carrying out 
work on their property need to let their insurer know 
and said there is concern that just 14 per cent of 
home owners say they have notified their insurer 
before beginning work. 

“It’s imperative to have the necessary insurance 
policy in place whilst carrying out the work and 
equally important to update insurance when the 
job is complete as failing to do so will invalidate the 
policy. 

“On the positive side, however, having a 
burglar alarm or CCTV installed as part of home 
renovations could help reduce premiums, and also 
provide extra peace of mind,” she explained.

It doesn’t take long - a few metres and a couple 
of potholes will do - to discover that the new Audi 
A5 Cabriolet is comfortably better than the car it 
replaces. 

For, like the A5 Coupe and four-door A5 Sportback it 
joined, this soft-top Audi aims to add more than style to 
the ownership experience. 

High on the list of must-have changes was comfort. 

Or as an Audi spokesman said: “The cars now have a 
much more compliant ride. It was perhaps a little bit too 
firm, especially for UK roads.” 

‘Hallelujah!,” you might shout in reply after years of 
Audis that performed beautifully on (Germanically) 
smooth roads but went to pieces on a typically 
pockmarked UK surface. 

Better late than never, though. 

This chassis rethink has transformed the car, tested 
here in the latest Cabriolet form and as good looking 
and nicely crafted as ever. 

The two petrol engines are a 2.0 litre with 190 
horsepower and the 3.0 litre six-cylinder in the 155mph 
S5 range topper with its eight-speed auto gearbox and 
quattro four-wheel drive. 



The car is bigger but it is snug in the back 

It will hit 62mph in 5.1 seconds and consume petrol 
at an average of 36.2mpg in the official test, with 
C02 emissions of 177g/km and a list price topping 
£40,000. 

This latest A5 Cabriolet is a little longer (+47mm) and 
a fraction narrower (-8mm) than before. Stretching 
the distance between front and rear wheels by 14mm 
and designing thinner seats have improved space 
inside the cabin, though it remains snug for adult-sized 
passengers in the rear. 

They won’t mind the lack of stretching room in a car 
designed to look good with roof up or down - it retracts 
in 15 seconds at the prod of a switch and closes in 18 
seconds, both operations possible at up to 31mph, 
which will stop pedestrians in their tracks if attempted in 
a busy town centre. 

Practicality is assured by a boot that measures 380 
litres with the roof up or a still reasonable 320 litres with 
it folded. The rear seat has a 50/50 split if you need 
more luggage room and the boot lid now opens with the 
standard remote control key or a button in the driver’s 
door. 

Weight savings of up to a modest 40 kilos (it varies 
by version and the lightest newcomer still tips the 
scales at 1,690kgs) have come from moves as 
varied as high strength steel for the new front seats, 
an aluminium brake pedal - and even using lighter 
carpets. 

As well as adding lightness the latest cabriolet also 
has a stiffer body, always hard to achieve when you cut 
the metal roof off a design. That ought to reap benefits 
in both ride comfort and fewer squeaks and rattles from 
the roof. 

Or, in the case of this car, no squeaks or rattles at all. 
Yes, there was the mildest shimmy on bad surfaces but 
not enough to matter, or really even notice after the first 
couple of miles. 

Hood down and mesh wind deflector in place, a sunny 
day with 9C showing on the dash brings fresh air heaven 
even at a 70mph motorway cruise. 

Drop down to 60mph and you wonder if a hood is ever 
required apart from when the rain arrives - the cockpit is 
so cosy and quiet. 

There is plenty of pull when needed and you’d really 
not know a diesel was doing the work until you checked 
the trip computer to discover even used with enthusiasm 
the car is returning better than 40mpg.

A HOST of football favourites rolled back 
the years in an exhibition match to raise 
money for grassroots football. 

Stars including Don Goodman, Martin 
O’Connor, Tony Daley, Lee Naylor and James 
Chambers were all in attendance as a Midland 
Ace Legends side played out a 3-2 thriller with 
Walsall Phoenix Veterans. 

The event was held to raise funds for Phoenix, who 
ply their trade in the Staffordshire County Senior 
League Premier Division. 

In glorious sunshine at Aldridge Cricket Club, more 
than 1,500 people packed in to watch the game and 
enjoy a host of other attractions including live music, 
food stalls, bouncy castles, inflatable games and a li¬ 
censed bar. There was also a 20-team football tourna¬ 
ment with junior sides from across the region. 

Walsall heroes Ray Graydon and Chris Nicholl took 
charge of the Midlands Ace Legends’ side. 

Delighted 

But the managerial greats couldn’t add another 
win to their glittering CVs - with Phoenix running 
out victors. 

Their boss, Tom Revitt, admitted he was delighted 
with how the day went. 

“It was absolutely great for our lads to play against 
some big names,” he said. 

“To share a pitch with someone like Don Goodman 
is great for people, like me, who have always enjoyed 
playing lower league football. 

“We had a great turnout, more than 1,500. And 
what was nice is that football was only half the day. 
We had live bands, plenty of entertainment for chil¬ 
dren and a junior football tournament as well. 

“It took a lot of work but it’s crucial we hold events 
like this. 

“As a club we have got 25 teams now and the cost 
to run them last year was £60,000. 

“We don’t have the opportunity to bring in big

money through sponsorship - although some of the 
local businesses do help. 

“This event will prove a huge benefit for us in 
terms of raising money to keep paying those running 
costs. We hope it will be the first of many.” 

The Midlands Ace Legends side had been put to¬ 
gether by former Walsall midfielder Wayne Thomas. 
He is now hoping to hold more fundraising matches 
with other grassroots sides, as well as charities, 
across the region. 

“We put together the Midlands Ace Legends be¬ 
cause at charity days or fundraisers there is an appeal 
to have players who have played for different clubs 
across the region,” Thomas said. 

“Chris Marsh is a very good friend of mine and has 
a lot of contacts. 

“We put this side together so when people ask 
about fundraising days we can cater for all football 
fans in the West Midlands. 

“We had a lovely day, a great turnout and hopefully 
we’ll be able to support other clubs and charities in

the future.” Arguably the biggest draw on the day 
was former Saddlers boss Graydon, who twice won 
promotion during his time in charge at the Banks’s 
Stadium. 

The former Villa winger also netted the winning 
goal in the 1975 League Cup final. 

And the 70-year-old, who now lives in Hampshire, 
admitted he thoroughly enjoyed being back in the 
Midlands. 

“It was fantastic for me to be back around sup¬ 
porters of Walsall,” he said. “I absolutely loved it. I 
wanted to come back because I think events like this 
are so important. 

“It costs an awful lot of money to run a football 
club, just to keeping going, so I’m very happy to help.” 

Spectator Maurice Walsh, from Bloxwich, said 
everyone enjoyed the day. 

“I really enjoyed it and it was great to get auto¬ 
graphs from the ex-pros,” he said. 

“I think having a Midlands Ace Legends side is a 
very good way to raise money for grassroots football.”
